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Christ  is  the  Head,  and  that  it  is  the 
design  of  the  Gospel  to  bring  together,  in 
one,  all  who  are  in  Christ.    The  fellowship 
of  the  Church  is  the  communion  which 
its    members    enjoy    one    with    another. 
The    ends    of   this    fellowship    are    the 
maintenance     of    sound     doctrine,    and 
the  ordinance  of  Christian  worship,  and 
the    exercise   of    that    power    of   godly 
admonition   and   discipline  which  Christ 
licas   committed  to   His  Church    for  the 
promotion  of  holiness.
